An open meeting has been arranged for 20th November, 8.15 p.m. in the School. 

Mr. F, Cramp of Great Shelford will speak on "Fruit Growing in a small garden". It 

is hoped that all who are interested will attend. 

The Trading Centre at 18 Almond Grove is still open 11.30 - 12.30 on Sundays for the 
benefit of our members; notice will be given before this service closes for the winter. 


Gardening notes Much work must be carried out now if your hopes for next year are 
to be fulfilled; the following will possibly serve as reminders: (a) Structural 
alterations should be completed (b) Transplant trees and shrubs as soon as possible 
(c) Vacant land should be turned over and prepared for cultivation (d) Lift gladioli 
and begonia corms and dahlia tubers; hang the plant upside down for a time to allow 
foliage to die (it may first be cut to within 9 inches) (e)> Lift and divide 3 - 4 
year-old herbaceous perennials (f) Plant new roses, but not where roses have just 
previously been grown: change the soil and incude humus from your compost heap, with 
a sprinkling of bone meal cr other “ertilizer. (g) Sow sweet peas for early spring, 
giving protection from frosts.

New Ash Green 


On Saturday, 26th October, a party of Parish Councillors, Residents' Association 
committee members, friends, wives and children took coach to New Ash Green, the 
other new English Village. 

In no time, it seemed, we had travelled through Essex lanes, through the Dartford 
tunnel, into Kent, and there, all of a sudden, was New Ash Green. We were greeted by 
Chairman of their Parish Council who boarded the coach and told us some of the history 
of their village - similar to ours: the over-enthusiastic provision of amenities by 
the first developer (Span), and the hiatus while the village changed hands (to Bovis), 
and everyone wondered whether the scheme would be abandoned. 

We walked to the shopping centre. There it was - the interesting layout which 
"can't be done"! in Bar Hill, which "wouldn't be viable" - the sort of non-rectangular 
interesting twentieth century eqiovalent of The Lanes for which we pleaded: so much 
more imaginative than a Superstore. the first thing I saw was a butcher's shop -

brightly lit, red meat hanging up in the window... anda baker's... and a 
delicatessen. And happy-looking people, scurrying about, buying things. Some 30 
shops in all, well, one an antique-selling cafe and another ''The Ashes", aan 
coffee, lunches, dinner dances to live music. 

The phases of housing are rather dispersed, and it is disconcerting to find 
main roads to cross in the village - one can get rather attached to the imperfect 
old Radburn principle. No aeroplanes at New Ash Green, but Brands Hatch is very 
close, and those enthusiastic drivers start practising at first light, it seems. 

The houses, Span or Bovis, whatever price range, have a certain sameness about 
them: none of the variety of Bar Hill, even in our most conventional phases. Plenty 
of greenery, but a limitation to four standard shrubs: we are presenting them with 
an ash tree to commemorate our visit. If they visit us, will they bring a Bar? They 
need it more than we: the foundations of their local are only just being laid; at 
ipeet we have The Fox and the Country Club. Bovis is also building | a_£70,000 village 
offs. Maintenance charges are high - but include road and footpath maintenance 
(the residents want to keep their ways private), and a quadrennial external house-paint. 

On Sunday I toured Bar Hill again, and admired its compactness, its variety, its 
freedom from traffic. I envy New Ash Green its shopping centre, though. ~

Flagpoles All eight offending poles have now been taken away. 
Aircraft noise We are still concerned that the frequency of lfights from Alconbury 
will increase when RAF Oakington is closed. We are therefore following up our ealier 
letters to obtain further information. 
Village Trust ‘Two exploratory meetings have been held with the Developers in conjunc- 
tion with the Residents Association. ‘There are reasons for querying the idea that a 
Village Trust shoudl carry out the maintenance of the Village. The possibility of a 
village organisat‘cn doing this work is being investigated and obviously at some point 
a village meeting will be required at which the alternatives can be explained. No 
decision of any sort has been made yet, though. 
lelephone Boxes We are trying to obtain the agreement of the Post Office to the 
provision of an additional box "up the hill". 
Population Census As the village is about one-third its planned size and we are 
going through a period of little growth, we have agreed that a simple Population 
Survey be undertaken. This will not involve everyone being visited, but will be 
eompleted by various people living in the different areas of the Village. 
Water Mains - As a result of the recent burst mains and the disruption caused, we are 
trying to find out whether certain pipes will cause trouble in the future. 
Buses Complaints have been passed to the Eastern Counties Bus Company about irregular 
serviess at 8 a.m. 
Planning Applications The Council approved the application by Mr. K. Andersen of 
47 Fox Hollow to build a garage on the side of his house.
